| MURDER MYSTERIES. 


Parallel Cases With That of Zura 
Burns, 


Dark and Damning Deeds Recorded Be- 
yond the Alleghanies—One of the Vic- 
tims Identified—How a Murderer Tried 
to Cover Up His Crime—A Terrible 
Story.

PertTH Amuoy, N. J., October 27.—The 
mystery which surrounds the death of the 
young woman whose headless and badly de- 
composed body was founda week ago in 
& lonely patch of woodland near this place, 
remains unsolyed. The authorities seem to 
be doing absolutely nothing in the matter, 
and they are not even making an effort to 
find out the friends or relatives of the dead 
woman. No inquest has been held, no jury 
has been summoned for that purpose, and 
the body still lies in a rough pine box in the 
receiving vault of Alpine Cemetery, 

UNCARED FOR AND UNCLAIMED. 
In the meantime a few private citizens 


vf the place are quietly investigating the 
case, While unfavorable comments upon the 
course of the authorities are growing fre- 
uent and loud in the town. The body was 
ound ljast Friday morning by two young 
men who were out hunting witu a dog. 
hey were in a rough, deserted 
lot between the tracks of the Penn- 
sylvania and the New Jersey 
Central Railroads, near their junction, when 
they noticed the dog acting strangely. 
Hurrying toward him, they found : the 
woman’s body half-buried In the d@ad leaves, 
with a slender rope, in the form of a noose, 
hanging from a young sapling above it, Ten 
feet from the body lay the head 
WITH ONLY THE SCALP 

remaining upon it. ‘The young men harried 
to the town and told the undertaker, Fred- 
erick F. Fox, what they had found in the 
woods. Mer=Fox went at once to Coroner 
S. G. Garretsqn with the story, and the two 
men hastened to the lonely spot where the 
body lay. After a careful examination of 
what they found the County Physician, 
D. Williamson, of New Brunswick, was 
informed of the case. He came to 
Perth Amboy on Saturday afternoon, 
and made a thorough examination of the 
body with Mr. Fox. He was of the opinion 
that the woman was between 18 and 23 years 
old, that she had committed suicide, and 
that the body had been there several months. 
He directed the Coroner to take the body to 
the cemetery and hold it for identification.

The Successfui Breaking Up of an 
Old Gang. 


Dangerous and Seemingly Almost Impose 
sible Feats Practiced by This Peculiar 
Thief—How His Goods are Placed on 
the Market—Losing a Finger—The 
Identification.

New York, October 27.—‘*The worst gang 
of freight train robbers I ever knew of has 
just been broken up,” said Trainmaster 
Waite of the Pennsylvania Railroad Com.

the goods to the .hotel and unpacked them 
there. They haa the audacity to ship some 
of the goods to New York in a box by-our 
line and 
SOME BY ANOTHER LINE. 
A part were packed in a trunk. We 
found that Moore had sent the goods to a re- 
spectable auction house and had received 
$300 on account. A detective robbed him 
whén he went for the remainder of the pre 
ceeds. It was proved on his trial at New 
Brunswick that he was the man who shipned 
the box, the man who received it, and the 
man who got the money. He was sentenced 
to . fifteen years’ imprisonment. Moore’s 
plan was to jump on a freight train, and 
at a previously selected spot on the 
road, get into a freight car, aml 
throw out the goods where his confederats 
would get them, He carried a rope, which 
he attached to the top of thecar.

At 
the ranches of Encuiallas, owned jointly by 
Governor Ferrazas and Henry Miller, the 
wealthiest citizens of the State, they sur- 
prised the herders and got away with sev- 
enty horses, well broke and valuable. 

lhe job was done by three Apaches. From 
one of ‘Milier’s ranches, tifteen miles 
west, they stole a horse and two mules, and 
got fifteen hours the start of thefr pursuers. 
Aiong the foot hills of the Sierra Maidres 
they worked the same desperate game, ‘Chey 
are making for Arizona with 2,000 horses, in- 
cluding sixty’ Mexican cavalry horses, pur- 
sued by Mexiean soldiers and Gitizens. it is 
hoped the United Stdtes forces will head 
them off.

The excellent ‘‘Famous Women Series,” in 
fifth number, introduces, for the first 
tine, an American woman, who, in the 
words of Julia Ward Howe, was “an ex- 
ample of one who, gifted with great powers, 
aspired only to their noblest use ; who, able to 
rule, soucht rather te eounsel and help—she 
deserves a place ih the highest niche of her 
country’s affection.” 

The record of Margaret Fuller’s life from 
her birth in 1810 to her ‘tragic death, with 
her husband and child on a vessel which 
sunk near Fire Isiand Beach in 1850, is 
brilliant in its intellectual character, al- 
though it was not illuminated by any great 
intelectual contribution tothe world’s treas- 
ury of mental products. + 

“She shculd have been an_ acknowledged 
queen among the maguates of European cult- 
ure; she was hedged about by the narrow 
intolerance of provincial New England.
